"Kaweah"  again  reigned  supreme;  my  blooms  were  larger  and  more  wonderful  than  ever,  attaining 

a  size  of  1 6I/2  inches  without  forcing,  to  the  amazement  of  all  who  saw  it.  In  the  Dahlia  Society  of 

California  Show,  Kaweah  won  two  First  Prizes,  one  for  the  largest  and  Most  Perfect  Dahlia  in  the  Show, 
and  for  The  Best  Dahlia  of  California  Origin.  In  the  San  Leandro  Flower  Festival,  the  Largest  Flower 

Show  in  the  West,  Kaweah  won  three  First  Prizes,  for  the  Largest,  Perfect  Dahlia  in  the  Show,  for  the 

Best  Dahlia  and  for  the  Best  Twelve,  truly  outstanding.
